The jet, which landed in Ha­ 
v ana at 1:05 a.m., EST today , 
was the first plane to be hi­ 
jacked to Cu ba this y ear. Last 
y ear there were 20 hijackings to 
Cu ba, 13 of them from the Unit­ 
ed States.

CHELSEA, Mass. <AP) — A 
series 
of 
ex plosions 
ripped 
throu gh an oil company storage 
area near Boston Harbor today , 
inju ring fou r persons and send­ 
ing flames hu ndreds of feet into 
the air. 
The original ex plosion appar­ 
ently came in pu mping equ ip­ 
ment as a driv er was filling his 
tank tru ck with gasoline at the 
Gu lf Oil Co. y ard on Chelsea 
Creek in the inland northern 
section of the harbor. 
Oil companv officials near the 
scene said the fire appeared to 
be su bsiding abou t an hou r after 
it began. 
Officials said the tru ck driv er. 
Theodore Shirley , was standing 
on top of his tru ck. His blazing 
clothes were beaten ou t by an 
u nidentified driv er. 
Three Chelsea firemen were 
inju red seconds af.er 
arriv ing 
at the scene when an ex plosion 
blew a tank tru ck into their 
midst.

The last prev iou s hijacking to 
Cu ba, also an Eastern plane, 
was on Dec. 19, 1968, when a jet 
fly ing nonstop from Philadel­ 
phia to Miami was div erted. 
On Thu rsday the FBI at Mi­ 
ami filed a complaint naming 
Thomas George Washington, 27 , 
of Gary , Ind., as its hijacker. 
The FBI said Washington took 
his dau ghter, Jennifer Robin, 3, 
from his div orced wife in Phila­ 
delphia and boarded the piane 
along with 140 other passengers. 


Heavy B52 
Strikes Hade 
Near Saigon 


Only Scattered 
Ground Actions 
Are Reported 


SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 
Command today reported the 
heav iest B52 strikes in Sou th 
Vietnam in three weeks, with al­ 
most 
1,000 
tons 
of 
bombs j 
dropped northwest of Saigon j 
and nearly 500 tons on the m at-! 
ted U Minh Forest deep in the j 
Mekong Delta. 
Grou nd action remained lig ht! 
throu ghou t the nation, althou gh 
allied sweeps continu ed from 
the sou thern delta to an area j 
sou thwest of Da Nang where 
American Marines and Sou th 
Vietnamese troops were grind­ 
ing away at Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese forces. 
Signs of fresh enemy mov e­ 
ment also were reported from 
two more old battle areas—the 
A Shau Valley west of Hu e and 
the demilitarized zone between 
North and Sou th Vietnam. 
Fliers from the carriers Coral 
Sea and Constellation hit the A 
Shau Valley with 31 sorties 
Thu rsday , the heav iest concen­ 
tration of Nav al air strength re­ 
ported in one day since the 
bombing of North Vietnam was 
halted on Nov . 1. 
U.S. 
headqu arters 
reported 
also that enemy activ ity in the 
DMZ had increased sharply in 
the Christmas-New Year period, 
with more than 500 ‘‘indications 
of enemy activ ity ” in the 12 
day s since Dec. 22. 
Marine headqu arters in Da 
Nang released an interim report 
on the massiv e cordon operation 
known as Tay lor Common abou t 
25 miles sou thwest of Da Nang. 
It said in the past month the 
Marines and Sou th Vietnamese 
hav e killed 934 enemy troops. 
The report said American and 
Sou th Vietnamese losses hav e 
been light. 
The 
road 
mining 
occu rred 
abou t 20 miles to the sou th at a 
point where Vietnamese work­ 
ers assemble for army transpor­ 
tation to their work. The mine 
ex ploded 
beneath 
an 
Army 
three-qu arter-ton tru ck, killing 
11 
of the 
Sou th Vietnamese 
crowded 
arou nd. 
Another 
16 
were wou nded, along with the 
two Americans in the tru ck. 
U.S. 
headqu arters 
reported 
three more big arm s caches 
were tu rned u p by allied sweeps 
today , adding to the mou ntain of 
war stores 
seized 
in 
recent 
months. American officers say 
that in 1968 U.S. and Sou th Viet­ 
namese forces captu red enou gh 
weapons to equ ip more than six 
enemy infantry div isions. The 
Americans claim that this has 
been one of the chief reasons 
why enemy offensiv e operations 
hav e been cu rtailed. 
Mu ch of the booty has been 
taken in areas that prev iou sly 
had been tou ched only lightly by 
allied operations. Two of the 
su pply du mps fou nd today were 
in su ch areas—one in the U 
Minh Forest and the other a few 
miles from the Cambodian bor­ 
der northwest of Saigon. 
'The su pplies seized inclu ded 
su ch items as 7 67 homemade 
grenades, 2,7 00 pou nds of rice, 
cases of small arm s and ma­ 
chine-gu n ammu nition and 4 ,000 
y ards of electric wire for field 
commu nications and for deto­ 
nating mines.

Fresh Cold 
Wave On Way 


Snow And Sleet 
In Forecast

A new wav e of arctic cold 
spilled into the plains and Mid­ 
west today and ended a brief 
sampling of near-normal winter­ 
time temperatu res. 
Snow, freezing rain and sleet 
broke ou t ahead of the fresh 
su rge of frigid weather. Trav el­ 
ers warnings were issu ed for 
the central plains where snow 
or blowing snow redu ced v isibil­ 
ity . 
A mix tu re of freezing rain and 
sleet spread across Missou ri to 
Kentu cky 
and 
Tennessee 
to 
make trav el hazardou s in por­ 
tions of those states. Cold rain 
spreading northw’ard from the 
Gu lf Coast brou ght warnings of 
possible icing in northern Geor­ 
gia and Alabama. 
Temperatu res 
bou nded 
into 
the 20s and 30s across mu ch oi 
the plains and midwest Thu rs­ 
day following three day s of 
su bzero cold. Bu t the new chill 
was ex pected to drop the m er­ 
cu ry into minu s territory ov er 
mu ch of the region by Satu rday 
morning. 
Snow flu rries again du sted the 
area from the Great Lakes to 
the 
Appalachians, 
and 
local 
squ alls 
du mped 
more 
snow 
along the eastern shores of 
Lakes Erie and Ontario. Howev ­ 
er. mu ch of the East was sev er­ 
al degrees warm er than early 
Thu rsday . 
Rain lingered along the north­ 
ern Pacific coast and light snow 
flaked inland to the Rockies. 
For the most part, thou gh, the 
Northwest gradu ally eased back 
to more normal conditions fol­ 
lowing its most sev ere winter 
storm 
in y ears. 
Portions of 
western Washington and Oregon 
were hit by u p to a foot of snow 
and bitter-cold w-eather early in 
the 
week. 
The 
storm 
was 
blamed for 6 deaths in Washing- 
i ton and 16 in Oregon.

The Weather Bu reau said the 
av erage temperatu re for De­ 
cember was —17 .7 or 10 degrees 
colder than normal.

LONDON (AP) — British re­ 
searchers say they know what

The institu te said Cahv en’s 
team believ es rheu matoid ar­ 
thritis is cau sed by enzv mes | 
which escape from the cells of 
the joint lining and eat aw'ay 
cartilage tissu e. 
The researchers say their ex ­ 
periments hav e shown that two 
v itamins, C and K3, seal the 
leaking cell walls when they are 
injected into the bone joints.

In a broadcast ov er tiie state 
radio, Rabbi Nissim said the 
Pope had kept silent after the 
Nov . 2 2 bombing that killed 13 
Israelis in a Jeru salem m arket 
and after the Dec. 26 Arab a t­ 
tack on an El A1 airliner in Ath­ 
ens in which one Israeli died. 
“ Here,” he said, "are clear 
signs of two tendencies on the 
part of the pontiff: 
A compre­ 
hensiv e war against the Jewish 
faith and against the cou ntry

God

people.. , 
"The Pope was not shocked 
ov er the shedding of blood.. . 
bu t

delphia book store.

copy

straightline form by John Du n­ 
lap and dated Ju ly 4, 17 7 6. It 
was au thenticated as genu ine 
by the American Philosophical 
Society , which also owns one 
of the Du nlap Prints. The So­ 
ciety said the copy is only the 
six th known one.

CHELSEA, Mass. (AP) — A 
series

explosions 
ripped 
through an oil company storage 
area near Boston Harbor today, 
injuring four persons and send­ 
ing flames hundreds of feet into 
the air. 
The original explosion appar­ 
ently came in pumping equip­ 
ment as a driver was filling his 
tank truck with gasoline at the 
Gulf Oil Co. yard on Chelsea 
Creek in the inland northern 
section of the harbor.

Officials said the truck driver, 
Theodore Shirley, was standing 
on top of his truck.

Vanhuss radioed Ute 
Federal Aviation Administra­ 
tion at Jacksonville, Fla., FFA 
supervisor, Harold Jensen, said 
Vanhuss reported, “I am going 
to Havana.” 
The plane at that point was 60 
miles east of Jacksonville. 
The FAA .said the Eastern 
plane was cleared direct to 
Cuba soon after the hijacking 
was reported. 
After landing in Cuba, hi­ 
jacked planes usually are flown 
to Miami by the crew while pas­ 
sengers go by bus to Varadero 
—a three-hour ride—-and are 
picked up there by planes sent 
from Florida. 
The last previous hijacking to 
Cuba, also an Eastern plane, 
was on Dec. 19, 1968, when a jet 
flying nonstop from Philadel­ 
phia to Miami was diverted. 
On Thursday the FBI at Mi­ 
ami filed a complaint naming 
Thomas George Washington, 27, 
of Gary, Ind., as its hijacker. 
The FBI said Washington took 
his daughter, Jennifer Robin, 3, 
from his divorced wife in Phila­ 
delphia and boarded the plane 
along with 140 other passengers. 


Heavy B52 
Strikes Made 
Near Saigon 


Only Scattered 
Ground Actions 
Are Reported 


SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 
Command today reported the 
heaviest B52 strikes in South 
Vietnam in three weeks, with al­ 
most 
1,000 
tons 
of 
bombs 
dropped northwest of Saigon 
and nearly 500 tons on the mat­ 
ted U Minh Forest deep in the 
Mekong Delta. 
Ground action remained light 
throughout the nation, although 
allied sweeps continued from 
the southern delta to an area 
southwest of Da Nang where 
American Marines and South 
Vietnamese troops were grind­ 
ing away at Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese forces. 
Signs of fresh enemy move­ 
ment also were reported from 
two more old battle areas—the 
A Shau Valley west of Hue and 
the demilitarized zone between 
North and South Vietnam. 
Fliers from the carriers Coral 
Sea and Constellation hit the A 
Shau Valley with 31 sorties 
Thursday, the heaviest concen­ 
tration of Naval air strength re­ 
ported in one day since the 
bombing of North Vietnam was 
halted on Nov. I. 
U.S. 
headquarters 
reported 
also that enemy activity in the 
DMZ had increased sharply in 
the Christmas-New Year period, 
with more than 500 ’’indications 
of enemy activity” in the 12 
days since Dec. 22. 
Marine headquarters in Da 
Nang released an interim report 
on the massive cordon operation 
known as Taylor Common about 
25 miles southwest of Da Nang. 
It said in the past month the 
Marines and South Vietnamese 
have killed 934 enemy troops. 
The report said American and 
South Vietnamese losses have 
been light. 
The road 
mining occurred 
about 20 miles to the south at a 
point where Vietnamese work­ 
ers assemble for army transpor­ 
tation to their work. The mine

beneath

Army 
three-quarter-ton truck, killing 
ll of the South Vietnamese 
crowded around. 
Another 16 
were wounded, along with the 
two Americans in the truck. 
U.S. 
headquarters 
reported 
three more big arms caches 
were turned up by allied sweeps 
today, adding to the mountain of 
war stores seized in recent 
months. American officers say 
that in 1968 U.S. and South Viet­ 
namese forces captured enough 
weapons to equip more than six 
enemy infantry divisions. The 
Americans claim that this has 
been one of the chief reasons 
why enemy offensive operations 
have been curtailed. 
Much of the booty has been 
taken in areas that previously 
had been touched only lightly by 
allied operations. Two of the 
supply dumps found today were 
in such areas—one in the U 
Minh Forest and the other a few 
miles from the Cambodian bor­ 
der northwest of Saigon. 
The supplies seized included 
such items as 767 homemade 
grenades, 2,700 pounds of rice, 
cases of small arms and ma­ 
chine-gun ammunition and 4,000 
yards of electric wire for field 
communications and for deto­ 
nating mines.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska (AP) - 
It’s so cold they had to chop the 
cat out of the ice, the car radio 
goes ‘‘knock, knock” and pro­ 
pane torches shoot liquid in­ 
stead of fire. 
But Alaskans know how to 
cope with temperatures way be­ 
low zero. They just stay indoors 
and go out only if it’s necessary. 
Central Alaska is in the mid­ 
dle of a frigid weather front that 
has sent temperatures tumbling 
like icicles in a sparing thaw. It’s 
been like that for three days. 
However, 
it’s 
expected 
to 
warm up today to temperatures 
of 25 to 20 below. Comfortable 
enough to celebrate Alaska’s 
10th year as a state today. 
Thursday evening the mercu­ 
ry dropped to minus 56 and the 
overnight forecast called for a 
low of —65. The all-time low is 
—66 recorded on Jan. 14,1934. 
Schools have shut down but 
ifs business as usual in down 
town Fairbanks. About 42 inches 
of snow cover the ground al­ 
though no new snow has fallen 
in a week. 
Thick ice fog has cut visibility 
in some downtown areas to IO 
feet and has disrupted airline 
schedules. Ifs caused by warm 
air rising from 
the ground 
which turns to fog as it hits the 
frigid air. 
“Even with the minimal sun­ 
light we get here. It's enough to 
warm the ground a bit and that 
causes the warm air to rise,” 


Shane O’Neill, a Fairbanks resi­ 
dent, said Thursday. 
The Weather Bureau said the 
average temperature for De­ 
cember was —17.7 or IO degrees 
colder than normal. The highest 
temperature for the month was 
36 degrees on Dec. 19. New

Fresh Cold 
Wave On Way 


Snow And Sleet 
In Forecast 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
A new wave of arctic cold 
spilled into the plains and Mid­ 
west today and ended a brief 
sampling of near-normal winter­ 
time temperatures. 
Snow, freezing rain and sleet 
broke out ahead of the fresh 
surge of frigid weather. Travel­ 
ers warnings were issued for 
the central plains where snow 
or blowing snow reduced visibil­ 
ity. 
A mixture of freezing rain and 
sleet spread across Missouri to 
Kentucky 
and Tennessee 
to 
make travel hazardous in por­ 
tions of those states. Cold rain 
spreading northward from the 
Gulf Coast brought warnings of 
possible icing in northern Geor­ 
gia and Alabama. 
Temperatures bounded into 
the 20s and 30s across much of 
the plains and midwest Thurs­ 
day following three days of 
subzero cold. But the new chill 
was expected to drop the mer­ 
cury into minus territory over 
much of the region by Saturday 
morning. 
Snow flurries again dusted the 
area from the Great Lakes to 
the Appalachians, 
and local 
squalls 
dumped 
more 
snow 
along the eastern shores of 
Lakes Erie and Ontario. Howev­ 
er, much of the East was sever­ 
al degrees warmer than early 
Thursday. 
Rain lingered along the north­ 
ern Pacific coast and light snow 
flaked inland to the Rockies.

Said On The Way 


LONDON (AP) — British re­ 
searchers say they know what 
causes 
rheumatoid 
arthritis, 
and they believe they can find a 
cure for the disease that crip­ 
ples bone joints. 
Dr. Joseph Chay en, head of 
the cellular biology division of 
the Kennedy Institute of Rheu­ 
matology, said in a statement 
Thursday: “We can safely say a 
cure is coming, but we don’t 
know when. Many tests and 
trials have still to be done.” 
The institute said Cahven’s 
team believes rheumatoid ar­ 
thritis is caused by enzvmes 
which escape from the cells of 
the joint lining and eat away 
cartilage tissue. 
The researchers say their ex­ 
periments have shown that two 
vitamins, C and K3, seal the 
leaking cell walls when they are 
injected into the bone joints.

Soviet Peace 
Plan Studied 
By Big Four 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli 
anger at the world’s concern for 
Lebanon and its airplanes in­ 
creased Thursday. Foreign Min­ 
ister Abba Eban criticized the 
U.N. Security Council and the 
Sepharetie chief rabbi attacked 
Pope Paul VT. 
Meanwhile, the once quiet 
Lebanese lsraeli border erupted 
day night, and tile Big Four 
powers continued talking about 
a Soviet proposal for joint peace 
action. 
Chief Rabbi Yitzhak Nissim, 
head of Israel’s Sephardic com­ 
munity, criticized the Pope for 
his message to Lebanon ex­ 
pressing sympathy for the loss 
of 13 commercial aircraft de­ 
stroyed by the Israeli comman­ 
do raid on Beirut airport late 
Saturday. 
In a broadcast over the state 
radio, Rabbi Nissim said the 
Pope had kept silent after the 
Nov. 22 bombing that killed 13 
Israelis in a Jerusalem market 
and after the Dec. 26 Arab at­ 
tack on an El Al airliner in Ath­ 
ens in which one Israeli died. 
“ Here,” he said, “ are clear 
signs of two tendencies on the 
part of the pontiff: A compre­

The Republicans also chose a 
new man. 
Just before Kennedy unseated 
Sen. Russell B. Long of Louisia­ 
na, Sen. Hugh Scott cf Pennsyl­ 
vania was chosen by Republi­ 
cans as assistant minority lead­ 
er—or “whip”—over conserva­ 


tive Sen. Roman L. Hruska of 
Nebraska. 
By a 31 to 26 vote of»a Demo­ 
cratic caucus, the youngest and 
only surviving Kennedy brother 
snatched a victory which could 
speed his .way to the White 
House. 
The House settled its leader­ 
ship problems Thursday with 
predictable results as Speaker 
John W. McCormack of Massa­ 
chusetts easily defeated the un­ 
precedented challenge of Arizo­ 


na Democrat Morris Udal. Re­ 
publican Gerald Ford of Michi­ 
gan won re-election unopposed 
as minority leader. 
In the Senate, Edward M. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts, in a 
move regarded as a first step 
toward a possible 1972 presiden­ 
tial bid, put up a close race with 
Louisiana’s Russell B. Long for 
the No. 2 Democratic job of 
whip. 
On the GOP side, Pennsylva­ 
nia's Hugh Scott challenged for 


the whip position in another 
tight race with Nebraska’s Ro­ 
man Hruska. 
The top Senate posts in each 
party remained in the bands of 
Democrat Mike Mansfield of 
Montana, majority leader, and 
Republican Everett M. Dirksen 
of Illinois, minority leader, who 
were unopposed. 
In an lith hour challenge, 
Michigan’s Robert P. Griffin an­ 
nounced for the chairmanship of 
the Republican Policy Commit­ 


tee against Colorado Gordon Al- 
lott. 
Although the position has de­ 
clined in influence in recent 
years, Robert A. Taft once used 
it in his climb to Senate power. 
With leadership contests and 
other formalities out of the way, 
the House and Senate will meet 
in joint session Monday to can­ 
vass presidential election re­ 
turns, then turn to an array of 
issues that could provide early 
firework.

Migrant Laborer's Outlook Brightens 


By JUDI DANIEL 
Associated Press Writer 
DALLAS (AP) — Evaristo 
Sandoval traveled around the 
nation from one short-lived job 
to another a year ago, barely 
eking out an existence for his 
family. 
Today Sandoval worries less 
about his own 
security 
and 
more about the pilots who fly 
the planes he inspects. 
“The Navy is depending on 
us,” he said. “If the job is not 
done right a pilot could get 
killed.” 
Sandoval was one of many 
jobless 
Mexican-Americans in 
the Lower Rio Grande Valley 
until a 
Dallas-based 
industry 
took a mobile classroom to him 
The company trained him and 
others, moved them with their 
families to Dallas and gave 
them a new way of life. 
And what the labor mobility 
project 
did 
for 
Ling-Temco- 
Vought Aerospace Corp. is seen 
by company officials as highly 
profitable. 
It added 684 skilled workers at 
a time when the unemployment 
rate in the Dallas metropolitan 
area had dropped to below two 
per cent. Column after column 
of classified ads begged for peo­ 
ple to go to work. 
What the project did for the 
people involved, though, is the 
real success story. 
The plight of the migrant la­ 
borer in an increasingly mecha­ 
nized world suddenly bright­ 
ened. Now, this group possesses 
steady jobs. 
“It is a better way of life,” Al­ 
icia DeLeon says of her new job 
and home. Alicia and her hus­ 


band, Leon, both work at the 
plant and recently purchased a 
new home. They know an inde­ 
pendence they 
never experi­ 
enced before. 
The project was a tremendous 
one in terms of the human ele­ 
ment, said J. 6. Andrasko, di­ 
rector of LTV’s industrial rela­ 
tions. 
He admitted the company had 
some doubts about attempting 
to relocate the Mexican-Ameri­ 
cans from the valley—a tradi­ 
tionally rural, close-knit 
and 
family-oriented people. 
Would they be able to cope 
with city ‘congestion, homesick­ 
ness for the quiet peaceful val­ 


ley and longing for parents, sis-! 
ters, brothers, uncles, aunts and I 
cousins who were part of their 
daily life? 
In 
all, 
2,184 
people—men, 
women 
and children—became 
part of the experiment. Two 
hundred and sixty were school- 
age children. 
“The keys to the success of 
the program were understand­ 
ing, excellent counseling and a 
keen determination on the part 
of the workers and their fami­ 
lies to escape their environment 
of unemployment, poverty and 
despair,” said Andrasko. 
Teamed 
with 
federal 
and 
state agencies, LTV Aerospace 


Corp. established three schools 
in the valley. 
The schools began in 1967 and 
provided five weeks of training 
for 15 men at a time. 
They were trained to be sheet 
metal assemblers. As they were 
graduated, the men were given 
permanent jobs at the Grand 
Prairie facility between Fort 
Worth and Dallas. 
Of the 750 enrolled, 684 were 
graduated and relocated. 
The corporation expected to 
lose 40 per cent of the trainees. 
They lost only IO per cent and 
only 2 per cent of those returned 
to the valley. The others took 
other jobs in this arca.

that Ohio’s state universities 
are making a profit from out-of 
state students at the expense of 
Ohio students. 
A review of enrollment fig­ 
ures, he said, has disclosed 
what he called “a serious incen­ 
tive factor in favor of nonresi­ 
dent students that needs to be 
corrected.” 
Collier said he intends to pre­ 
sent the matter to the Ohio Gen­ 
eral Assembly. 
“Our present subsidy formula 
encourages our state universi­ 
ties to enroll more out-of-state 
students,” he said. “These insti- 
t u t i o n s 
receive the 
same 
amount of state subsidy per 
student for the out-of-state stu­ 
dent as they do for an Ohio 
resident, but they often collect 
twice as much from out-of-state 
students in fees. 
“Under t h i s formula, the 
more out-of-state students that 
an institution enrolls, the bet­ 
ter is its income situation. This 
gives our universities a finan­ 
cial incentive to seek out-of- 
state students rather than Ohio 
students,” Collier said. 


“To 
m a k e 
this 
situation 
worse, some of our campuses 
are critically crowded. It has 
been necessary to put on en­ 
rollment ceilings, stopping en­ 
trance applications from Ohio 
students — and yet we have no 
effective ceiling on out-of-state 
enrollment. 
“This situation is totally un­ 
fair to the Ohio taxpayers who 
have paid for the building of 
our Ohio universities. This is a 
serious situation that must be 
corrected — and quickly.”

On Tuesday, Dr. Liliehei di­ 
rected a 60-man team in trans­ 
planting the heart and k idneys 
of a 48-year-old psychoanalyst 
to three recipients. 
Dr. Liliehei, a former teacher 
of Dr. Christiaan Barnard who 
performed 
the 
first 
human 
heart transplant, volunteered to 
perform the openheart opera­ 
tion “ on behalf of the many 
dogs who have served to benefit

these techniques.” 
“ Dogs have been the back ­ 
bone of open-heart surgery,” he 
added, 
explaining 
that their 
hearts are “almost identical” to 
the human heart.

WASHINGTON (AP) — He’s; 
47, a lawyer with at least six 
years experience in politics, is 
married and has three children, 
served in World War H and last 
November won a hard, close 
fight. 
He has little reputation na­ 
tionally. His political beliefs 
tend to be moderate. 
Who is he? The newest mem­ 
ber of what often is called the 
world’s most exclusive club— 
the U.S. Senate. 
This is a composite picture of 
the 15-member Class of ’69 that 
is sworn in today. Here is a 
breakdown on the individuals: 


1961, He served three terms in 
the House of Representatives 
1963-68. Gurney and his wife, 
Natalie Ahlborn Gurney, have 
two children. 


James B. Allen, 56-year-old 
attorney and Democrat, takes 
the Senate seat from Alabama 
held by Democrat Lister Hill, 
who did not seek re-election. Al­ 
len whipped Republican Perry 
0. Hooper in November. Allen 
was twice lieutenant governor 
of Alabama and served in both 
the Alabama House and Senate. 
He was a strong supporter of 
former Gov. George Wallace. 


William B. Saxbe, a long-shot 
last spring when he agreed to 
run for the seat held by the vet­ 
eran 
Democrat 
Frank 
J. 
Lausche, is 52, and had been 
Ohio’s Republican attorney gen­ 
eral since 1963 
Lausche lost in the Democrat­ 
ic primary to former Rep. John 
J. Gilligan, and Saxbe beat Gil- 
iigan in November. 
Elected a member of the Ohio 
General 
Assembly 
in 
1946, 
Saxbe was speaker in 1947-48. 
The Saxbes have three children. 


Marlow Webster Cook a Ken­ 
tucky judge for the last eight 
years, 
succeeds 
Republican 
Thruston Morton of Kentucky, 
who did not seek re-election. Re­ 
publican Cook, 42, served in the 
Kentucky House of Representa­ 
tives for two terms. He is mar­ 
ried and has four daughters and 
a son.

Democrat Joseph S. Clark, a

Schweiker, 42, a four-term lib­ 
eral-moderate is married and 
the father of four children. He's 
a businessman, a Navy veteran 
and 1950 Phi Beta Kappa gradu­ 
ate. 


Alan M. Cranston, 54, leaves a 
Los Angeles real estate and in­ 
vestment business to become 
California's 
new 
Democratic 
senator. 
A foreign news correspondent 
in the 1930’s, he wrote and pub­ 
lished an anti-Nazi version of 
Mein Kampf that sold 500,000 
copies in the United States. He 
was an Army private during 
World War II. 
In 1958, he was the first Dem­ 
ocrat elected Controller of Cali­ 
fornia in 72 years. In 1964, he 
was beaten by Pierre Salinger, 
former White House press sec 
retary, for the California Demo­ 
cratic senatorial nomination. He 
ami his wife have two sons. 


Maryland Republican Charles 
W. Mathias, moved his office 
Thursday across the Capitol 
Plaza from the House to the 
Senate side. 
Mathias, 46, defeated Demo­ 
crat Sen. Daniel B. Brewster, 
45, in November. He is often 
called a liberal or moderate and 
is considered an excellent com 
promiser in such controversies 
as open housing. He was recog 
nixed in the House for his work 
on civil rights legislation and 
anticrime bills. 
He is married and has two 
sons,. 


Edward J. Gurney, who will 
be 55 Jan. 12, is Florida's first 
Republican senator since Re­ 
construction. A Maine-born con­ 
servative he 
won the Senate 
seat 
vacated 
by 
Democrat 
George A. Smathers with a big- 
margin victory over Democrat 
LeRoy Collins, former governor 
Gurney served in file Army dur­ 
ing World War II, was woundec 
and won the Silver Star. 
An attorney ami graduate of j forcement 
agencies, public and 
Harvard and Duke University; 
parochial 
school systems and 
law schools, 
Gurney became I 
Parent - Teacher 
Associations, 
mayor of Winter Park, Fla., in I and community newspapers. 


Barry Coldwater returns to 
the U.S. Senate where he served 
12 years before his unsuccessful 
1964 bid for the presidency. 
The 60-year-old Arizona Re­ 
publican is taking over the seat 
of retiring Sen. Carl Hayden, a 
Democrat who was president 
pro tem of the Senate and a 
member of Congress 57 years. 
Coldwater defeated an admin­ 
istrative aide to Hayden in the 
general election. 
After being elected to the Sen­ 
ate in 1952, Coldwater steadily 
built a reputation as a spokes­ 
man for conservatives in the 
Republican party. He vacated 
his Senate seat to run for the 
presidency, losing a landslide 
decision to President Johnson. 
He was an executive in file 
family's department store busi­ 
ness before jumping into poli­ 
tics. 


Iowa D e m o c r a t Harold 
Hughes, is a one time truck 
driver who licked a drinking 
problem. 
After Army Service in World 
War H, Hughes became manag­ 
er of an Iowa truck line, rose to 
lead 
trucking 
associations, 
formed his own Insurance and 
real estate business, became a 
member of the Iowa Commerce 
Commission and was elected the 
state’s governor in 1962. His rise 
involved a switch of parties. He 
was once an active Republican. 
Hughes, now 45, has been crit­ 


ical of the Johnson Administra­ 
tion’s handling of the Vietnam 
war. 


Alaska Democrat Mike Grav­ 
el won a general election faceoff 
with the man he replaces, Dem­ 
ocrat Ernest Gruelling, and a 
determined Republican nomi­ 
nee, Elmer Rasmuson. 
Gruelling, 81, lost the primary 
to Gravel, 38-year-old Anchor­ 
age businessman, then lost a 
write-in campaign. 
Gravel, a native of Spring­ 
field, Mass., is in the real estate 
business at Anchorage. He is a 
former speaker of the Alaska 
House. He and his wife, Rita, 
have two children. 


Theodore F. Stevens was ap 
pointed 
Alaska’s 
Republican 
Senator by Gov. Walter J. Hick 
el following the death of the late 
Democrat E. L. Bartlett. He 
will serve two years, until a 
general election. 
Stevens, 45-year-old Anchor­ 
age lawyer, has been majority 
leader of the Alaska House and 
twice 
unsuccessfully 
sought 
election to the U.S. Senate. He 
is the 49th state’s first Republi­ 
can senator. 
He was a pilot in China during 
World War H. He and his wife, 


Ann, have five children. 
No stringer to Washington, 
Stevens was Interior depart­ 
ment counsel in the Eisenhower 
administration.

Bellmon,
